Nixon Claims Hecklers Deny Rights Of Speech

CHICAGO (AP) — President 
Nixon says the threat of massive 
heckling deters him and other 
political figures from ap­ 
pearances on college campuses 
today. 


“It’s a sad day when a great 
university can’t hear con­ 
troversial speakers — and any 
man in political life is con­ 
troversial,” the President told 
newsmen Wednesday. 
Nixon indicated he would like 


to make more campus ap­ 
pearances like the one Wed­ 
nesday 
at 
Kansas 
State 
University, where he was 
thunderously applauded by a 
m iddle-A m erica 
cam pus 
audience of over 15,000. 


Nixon struck a responsive 
chord at Kansas State when he 
declared, “The time has come 
for us to recognize that violence 
and terror have no place in a 
free society.” 
He talked to reporters about 


his pleased reactions to this rare 
campus appearance when he 
came to Chicago for an over­ 
night visit to talk with Mid­ 
western news media executives 
and to greet some Polish- 
Americans and naturalized 


citizens today. 
Despite some “insignificant 
heckling,” Nixon said he felt the 
big campus audience got every 
implication of his appeal for 
reason, tolerance and “an un­ 
compromising stand against 


those who reject the rules of 
civilized conduct and of respect 
for others.” 
The President didn’t mention 
it, but the majority of the 
audience rose and applauded 
when he appealed to responsible 


college administrators, faculty 
and student leaders “to stand up 
and be counted” to save higher 
education. 
He said he was impressed that 
die majority in the huge campus

NAVY CUTS FLEET 
WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Navy announced Thursday it 
will mothball or scrap 58 more 
aging ships over the next 12 
months, including the aircraft 
carrier 
Shangri-La, 
now 
returning from duty in Viet­ 
namese waters. 
Secretary of the Navy John H. 
Chafee said the cutback is part 
of the continuing program to 
pull older ships from the fleet 
and at the same time save 
money in face of a defense 
budget squeeze. 


SOVIET MOON PROBE 
MOSCOW (AP) — Luna 16, the 
Soviet moon probe launched 
Saturday, has gone into a cir­ 
cular orbit around the moon, 
Tass announced today. 
The unmanned craft is cir­ 
cling the moon 68 miles above 
the surface, the official Soviet 
news agency said. All systems 
are functioning normally and 
radio contact is being main­ 
tained with the capsule, the 
announcement added.

Court To Test

government’s search authority 
in guarding the borders against 
narcotics faces a major test next 
term in the Supreme Court. 


This authority never had been 
challenged successfully in court 
but last March, in a little-noticed 
2-1 ruling, the U. S. Court of 
Appeals in San Francisco cut 
into this power in a way the 
government says could un­ 
dermine its customs systems.

PARIS (AP) — The Viet Cong 
presented a new eight-point plan 
at the Vietnam peace talks 
today covering both military 
and political subjects — but 
continued to demand with­ 
drawal of all troops of the United 
States and its allies, and 
replacement of the regime 
headed by President Nguyen 
Van Thieu. 


The proposal, presented by 
Mrs. Nguyen Thi Binh said that 
if the United States and its allies 
agreed to withdraw all their 
troops by June 30, 1971, the Viet 
Cong would agree not to launch 
any attacks on the withdrawing 
troops, and would be ready to 
discuss liberation of captured 
military personnel. 
Mrs. Binh is foreign minister 


of the provisional revolutionary 
government of South Vietnam 
and head of the delegation to the 
Paris talks which have been 
deadlocked right from the start. 
There seemed little possibility 
that the proposal presented to 
today’s 84th session of the talks 
would lead to any progress since 
it contains the same demands 
that 
have 
been 
rejected,

Nationalist China 
Will Retain Seat 
In United Nations 
TAIPEI, Formosa (AP) — 
The 
Nationalist 
Chinese 
government of President Chiang 
Kai-shek is participating in the 
25th U. N. General Assembly 
session with confidence that it 
can maintain for another year 
one of the great diplomatic 
balancing acts of all time. 
Although it holds China’s seats 
in the General Assembly and 
Security Council, the govern­ 
ment has not ruled the China 
mainland since 1949. 
Communist troops pushed 
Chiang’s government from the 
mainland to Formosa four years 
after that government helped 
organize the United Nations. 
Yearly attempts have been 
made since 1950, with the ex­ 
ception of 1964, to oust the 
Nationalists and seat Peking in 
the world body. 
But the Nationalists maintain 
they 
are China’s 
rightful 
government, and have beaten 
back the attem pts with a 
combination 
of 
skilled 
diplomacy, U. S. aid and the 
intransigence of the Com­ 
munists themselves. 
Nationalist officials readily' 
say their big worry this year is 
Canada. 
Ottawa’s recognition talks 
with Peking were for some time 
believed to have bogged down.

Premier Meir Denies Israel 
Violated Cease Fire Provisions 


NEW YORK (AP) — Israeli 
Premier Golda Meir, arriving 
for urgent consultations of the 
Middle East situation, has 
denied a U.S. State Department 
report that her country has 
violated “some” provisions of 
the cease-fire. 
“I have not seen the report,” 
she told newsmen at Kennedy 
Airport Wednesday night. ‘‘I 
know that Israel is not guilty of 
some 
violations 
or 
any 
violations whatsoever.” 
U.S. 
officials 
said 
in 
Washington Wednesday that 
Israel had violated the cease­ 


fire by conducting recon­ 
naissance flights over Egypt 
and by strengthening for­ 
tifications at the Suez Canal. 
Mrs. Meir stopped here on her 
way to Washington where she 
will meet Friday with President 
Nixon and Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers. 
Of those talks she said, “I 
hope to have the opportunity to 
discuss problems of the Middle 
East, problems that face Israel 
at present and problems which I 
believe we have in common with 
the United States.” 
Asked to comment on rumors 


that Israel might soften its 
position on releasing Arab 
prisoners in view of the hostages 
held by guerrilla airplane 
hijackers, Mrs. Meir said: 
“I’m sorry. Those who are in 
our prisons are men and women 
who have been brought to trial. 
They killed or attempted to kill 
Israelis. They have to serve 
their terms. 
“We believe that a United 
front of all the countries in­ 
volved is the best way to free 
hostages and guarantee that 
there will be no more hostages in 
the future.”

Mexican-Amencan 
Lost Over Cambodia 
Area In Los Angeles 


SAIGON (AP) - The U. S. 
Command announced today the 
loss of the first American 
fighter-bomber in missions over 
Cambodia in more than two 
months and also disclosed that 
two more helicopters were hot 
down over Laos. 
American fighter-bombers 
were reported flying raids today 
along Route 6, north of the 
Cambodian capital of Phnom 
Penh. The strikes were aimed at 
blocking North Vietnamese 
reinforcements threatening a 
stalled Cambodian offensive 
between Skoun, 40 miles north of 
Phnom Penh, and Kompong 
Thom, 80 miles north of the 


capital. 
But sources were unable to 
confirm immediately whether 
the U. S. bombers had attacked 
the village of Taing Kauk, 47 
miles north of Phnom Penh, 
where a North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong force is reported 
massed. 
The command did not give a 
specific location, but other 
sources said the jet was hit near 
Kratie City. 
The Air Force said the pilot, st 
Lt. James V. Phillips, 27, of 
Odessa, Tex., flew the damaged 
aircraft to the South China Sea, 
bailed out and was rescued by a 
U. S. Air Force helicopter.

The teen-ager has trained his 
fish to poke their noises from the 
water and ring a dinner bell 
when they’re hungry, to eat

Halt Farm Picketing 
By Court Injunction 
Faculty Pay Increase 
Is Recommended 
SALINAS (AP) — A court 
injunction has halted m ass 
picketing in the Salinas Valley 
by Cesar Chavez’ United Farm 
Workers Organizing Committee. 
The order was issued Wed­ 
nesday by Monterey County 
Superior Court Judge Anthony 
Brazil, who ruled that the 
dispute is a contest between 
UFWOC and the Teamsters 
Union and not a legitimate 
strike. 
The 
injunction 
banned 
picketing by large bands of 
UFWOC members who have 
been moving from one ranch to 
another. Instead, only one in­ 
form ational picket will be 
allowed at the entrance of 22 
ranches and none will be 
allowed at eight other ranches. 
Two more major growers, 
Meyers Tomatoes and Brown 
and Hill, agreed Wednesday to 


recognize Chavez’ union and 
asked the Teamsters to cancel 
contracts they signed in July. 
Meyers is the largest tomato 
growers in the valley. 
Several other growers already 
recognized UFWOC and are 
negotiating contracts. 
M eanwhile, the Team sters 
announced they would rescind 
contracts with three other 
growers who have agreed to 
negotiate with UFWOC — 
Freshpict Foods, Inc., D’Arrigo 
and Delfino. 
E arlier, 
the 
Team sters 
released Inter Harvest Co., the 
largest U. S. lettuce grower, so it 
could sign a contract with 
UFWOC. 
Dispite the dispute, growers 
said they shipped 119 cars of 
produce from the valley Wed­ 
nesday, just slightly below 
average. 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — In 
the face of a recent legislative 
rebuff, University of California 
President Charles Hitch today 
recommended an average in­ 
crease of 11.2 per cent in all 
faculty salaries. 
Fringe benefits should go up 
5.3 per cent, Hitch said. 
If Hitch’s proposals win ap­ 
proval, UC faculty members 
would start taking home fatter 
paychecks during the 1971-72 
fiscal year. 
The legislature refused during 
its last session to approve 5 per

Committee, of which Duffy was 
chairman.

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich. (AP) 
— A fter telling chanting 
d e m o n s tra to rs 
“ y o u ’re 
pathetic,” Vice President Spiro 
T. Agnew has accused some 
Democrats of encouraging “the 
most rude, crude and lewd 
heckling imaginable.” 
He wrote the accusation into 
his speech at a Republican fund­ 
raising dinner, fashioning his 
encounter with the noisy 
dissenters 
into

weaponry for his continuing 
assaut on “radical-liberals.” 
“The obscene shouts of an 
arrogant few will never in the 
state of Michigan drown out the 
quiet voices, young and old, of 
dignity and decency,” the vice 
president told more than 1,200 
people in Grand Rapids Wed­ 
nesday night.

perhaps 100 strong, chanted 
peace slogans interspersed with 
obscene taunts from the rear of 
the crowd of more than 1,100 
people in an airport hangar in 
Saginaw.

In the more than 30 years that 
he spent as a rodeo performer — 
much of it as a clown — Felix 
Cooper has covered untold miles 
crisscrossing 
the 
North 
American continent. 
“I love people . . . I’ve often 
thought how great it would be to 
meet everyone in the world,” 
said Cooper. 
The life as a cowboy and 
showman has been a dream 
come true for the little black boy 
who left his home in Louisiana 
when he was only ll years old. 
Today, with his legs battered 
by countless encounters with 
hard dirt, rough boards and 
brahma bulls, Felix Cooper has 
a new dream — to settle down. 
“Red Bluff has always been 
the nicest town I’ve visited,” 
said Cooper, who recently 
opened a shoeshine stand in the 
rear hall of the Palomino Room 
on Main St. “ I ’ve always 
thought of it as home.” 
Cooper, who used to make as 
much as $125 a day for his work, 
has made Red Bluff his base 
once before with a stand in front 
of the old Tremont Hotel, before 
it was torn down. But the itch of 
competing in just one more 
rodeo always called him away. 
“I’m here to stay this time, 


here with my friends,” said 
Cooper. 
Even more than the dream to 
plant his feet for the first time, 
Felix would like to do something 
his travels have never per­ 
mitted. 
“I’d like to teach the fun­ 
damentals of riding and roping 
to kids here in town. If I could 
save enough to buy a little plot of 
land somewhere and build a 
corral, that would be all I need.” 
Felix knows the importance of 
a good start in life. Shortly 
before he left Louisiana, he was 
taken under the wing of a rodeo 
couple — Milt D. Hinkle and his 
wife Alice Sisty. 
Alice, who used her maiden 
name for rodeo work, was the 
toughest and kindest woman 
Felix has ever known. 
“She was one of the best 
women trick riders ever,” said 
Felix. “I remember she used to 
hold on to the belly of a horse 
and then at full speed let go 
. . . somehow she never got 
hurt.” 
The Hinkles brought Felix 
along slowly, teaching as many 
lessons about life as they did 
about rodeo. 
“Neither of them drank and 
they convinced me to follow the 
same path,” said Cooper. 


The Hinkles also advised 
young Cooper about which 
animals he should take on and 
which ones he shouldn’t. Always 
daring, however, he often would 
sneak a try on one he was for­ 
bidden. 
“I got bucked off plenty,” said 
Cooper, “but somehow I often 
managed to land standing up. 
Soon they were calling me Felix 
the Cat.” 
When he was close to 16 years 
old, Felix hopped a freight train 
to California. “All I had to eat 
was some raisin bread,” said 
Cooper, “and you know, I still 
love raisin bread more than 
anything.” 
He continued to hitch rides on 
trains and trucks, following the 
circuit and picking up little odd 
jobs when ever he could. 
Along the way he teamed up 
with one of the few other negro 
rodeomen of those days, but the 
relationship proved to be a short 
one. 
“One day I won an event, and 
gave half of my earnings to my 
friend,” recalls Cooper. “He 
took his share and went to San 
Jose and got drunk and one way 
or another lost all 
of 
his 
money.” 
“The next morning he came 
back and told me what happened

“No one could stay on ‘er, ” 
recalls Bronson, that is until 
Felix had a chance.” “And you 
should have seen the ride he 
gave. People are still talking 
about it.” 
Cooper 
got 
into 
rodeo 
clowning quite by accident. 
Homer Holcomb, who Felix 
calls the best clown ever to 
perform in the business, was 
injured at a rodeo in Portland. 
Felix requested they let him 
try it and moments later he was 
well on his way to becoming a 
star clown. 
Although he has never ad­ 
mitted to serious injury, it was 
Cooper’s encounters with the 
crafty brahmas that captivated 
crowds from coast to coast. 
His act gradually expanded, 
with his garmets changing from 
regular clothes to baggy pants, 
multi-colored socks, a grey wig 
and a floppy woman’s hat. 
But it was what he did with the 
brahmas that pleased the 
people. 
He would sneak up behind 
them sometimes, give them a 
swat and then run as the in­ 
furiated animal chased in 
pursuit. 
One of his most famous but 
rarely-seen tricks was to step on 
the bull’s forehead and then let 
the brahma rear his head, 
causing him to go into a com­ 
plete flip. 
' Years after he had given up 
the regular circuit, Felix began 
to wonder if people 
still 
remeipbered him,” said Cooper. 
He got his answer in Fortuna 
last month. 
“I arrived in town for the first 
time in years. Everything 
looked different and I didn’t 
recognize anyone, so I just in­ 
troduced myself to a young man 
standing nearby.” 
“Cooper, Felix Cooper the 
rodeo clown?,” asked the man. 
“Why I remember you from 
when I was a little kid.” By the 
time the man had introduced 
Felix around, he had missed half 
the rodeo. 
It made Felix feel real good.

FISH 
TALES 


We are extremely disappointed over the director of Fish and 
Game’s support of the recent controversial peripheral canal on the 
Sacramento River at Hood. From a fisherman’s standpoint the 
canal threatens to destroy much or all of the migratory fish 
populations that enter the Sacramento River from the Delta. 
Reliable sources and studies have indicated in the past that 
there can be no sufficient screening of such a huge canal to prevent 
unbelievable losses of striper eggs, Shad fry and eggs, and young 
salmon and steelhead. 
Also, reliable sources have made sufficient study including the 
intrusion of salt water into the delta to indicate again a destruction 
of a good fish environment. 
At this point we must submit to the construction of the 
peripheral canal located at Hood on the Sacramento River, 
however, because the voter’s approved it in the June primary 
under the disguise of veteran’s bonds, school bonds, and water 
projects. The canal was not mentioned. 
As a bonus to fishermen, the director of Fish & Game indicated 
that he would solicit four agencies, both state and federal, to carry 
out 13 studies for which the taxpayers can fork out $1.15 million. 
The canal is part of the $3 billion state water project to ship 
moisture to L. A. 
A fisherman can appreciate the agencies intent to try to 
preserve or save something they are themselves destroying. And at 
such expense? End of disgust... ? No, far more disgusting things to 
come. 
On the brighter side of the hook we note that numerous 
steelhead have been passing through. Greater numbers are yet to 
come. Productive action can now be had in the riffles from 6 mile to 
Hamilton City. 
Mouth of Battle down to the Mouth of Deer Creek. Wide 
techniques from drifting duffys and nightcrawler to casting and 
retrieving a well presented spinner. Some eggs and roe are also 
good producers. 
The full moon is now on and the more productive action may 
vary this week anywhere from around 8:30 a.m. to 2:00 p.m. in the 
afternoon. Good fishing should prevail over the next weekend 
unless the north wind comes up and we get a cold snap. 
Some very good schools of salmon embraced the lower holes of 
the Klamath. Strings of steelhead are following. Fishermen 
camping in the areas best known are canning their fish as they 
come through. The best stretch of the Klamath is from Ti-bar riffle 
all the way down to the mouth. 
Near the mouth reports indicate good schools of five-pound fish 
moving in and holding well. Quite a few sturgeon also are being 
taken in the same areas only in the very deep holes. One report 
came in that a 150-pound sturgeon was taken near Pecwan. 
This being the opening of that great time of the year for me and 
many others gives us a surge of enthusiasm. The fall brings joy to 
hunters and fishermen. 
Sometimes grief for Mama. But don’t worry, we’ve made it 
through many seasons and this is another. We hope it will never end 
only briefly til the other arrives and then we live again, for another 
fall fishing season.

The Daily News, and many other newspapers from time to 
time, have commented that our law enforcement officers should be 
persons of exceptional ability and dedication, and that they should 
be held in high esteem and rewarded accordingly. That has always 
been the case, but in these times of clashing ideologies and 
precariously boiling unrest, the need grows more imperative. 


It may well be that our survival as a popularly governed nation 
depends on it. Certainly the survival of our wide range of personal 
liberties and the chances of our gaining more freedom from 
restrictions of all sorts in the years immediately ahead depend on 
it. 


Police and sheriff’s departments are no places for persons of 
narrow prejudice and small outlook. They are not places for 
hotheads any more than the} are places for arrogant, pistol- 
swinging bullies. But by its very nature, the law enforcement job 
calls for persons of strong character and unflinching courage. It 
calls for uncommon men and women. 


Many such men and women are in the law enforcement 
departments today. But the prestige of such departments needs to 
be raised yet nigher —by our selection of persons to fill tnem, by the 
money which we provide for them, by the high standards we set for 
them, and the respect which we accord them. 


Fundamental to this is that the rules and laws which our of­ 
ficers are called upon to enforce must be those desired by most of 
our people, must be fair and must serve a real need. But even with 
all these conditions met, law enforcement officers will face trying 
times. We need men and women who can face them so coolly and 
fairly that the silly appellation of pig will seem ludicrous even to 
the troublemakers. 


Season For Peering Into Future

We are approaching once again the season of the year when 
restless government officials and businessmen attempt to peer into 
the future and determine the fate of the economy — which is 
sometimes their fate also. 


Naturally, it is a time of equivocation, hut perhaps un­ 
derstandably so, because the economic signs and portents them­ 
selves can’t seem to stay in their appointed places in the sky but 
instead flutter about like the northern lights. In July, for example, 
the index of industrial activity, which is the measure of the output 
of mines, factories and utilities, advanced 0.2 per cent, its first rise 
in four months. It was welcomed as a very good omen indeed. 


But then came the August industrial output statistics and they 
were off again. It’s a tough business, even for the expert 
forecasters. 
Bank of America reports an early look at 1971 suggests the year 
ahead will be one of restless resurgence. Although business activity 
should move ahead at a faster clip than in 1970, it will be sluggish 
when measured against our full employment capability.

WASHINGTON — Our in­ 
vestigation into the skyjacking 
story has produced two startling 
discoveries: 
1. Several days before the 
m ultiple skyjackings, Israel 
tipped off U. S. authorities that 
the Palestinian guerrillas might 
pull such a stunt to dramatize 
their cause and to upset the 
Middle East truce. 
2. The Secret Service uses 
electronic 
and 
ultra-violet 
devices 
to 
prevent 
the 
smuggling of weapons or ex­ 
plosives aboard White House 
planes. If the airlines had been 
willing to take the same 
precautions, air piracy probably 
could have been stopped long 
ago. 
The Israeli warning called 
attention to the possibility that 
Palestinian fanatics 
might 
attack 
or 
seize 
airliners 
belonging to Israel or the U. S. 
The Israelis correctly guessed 
that the Popular Front would be 
the most likely to attempt this 
kind of drama in the sky. 
The Popular Front is led by a 
fervent Christian Arab, George 
Habbash, who used to head a 
band of nuns before he took 
command of the guerrilla group. 
He is determined to block any 
Middle East settlement that 
isn’t decided by Arab arms. The 
Israelis figured Habbash was 
desperate and daring enough to 
plan some skyjackings. 
A warning, therefore, was 
delivered to U. S. authorities 
and to Israel’s own airline, El 
Al. The U. S. 
unfortunately 
ignored the warning. 
But El Al, thanks to the alert, 
not 
only 
thw arted 
one 
skyjacking attempt but barred 
two suspicious passengers from 
another flight. The two men 
subsequently boarded a Pan 
American jumbo jet bound from 
Amsterdam to New York. 


THE ODD COUPLE 
El Al spotted the pair and 
alerted the control tower, which 
notified the Pan Am captain as 
he taxied the huge airliner into 
position for take-off. He sear­ 
ched the two passengers who, 
incidentally, carried Senegalese 
passports. He found nothing, 
apologized to them and roared 
down the runway. 
Less than 30 minutes af­ 
terw ard, the pair produced 
pistols and hand grenades, 
seized control of the jumbo jet 
and brought it down in Cairo. 
The guerrillas later blew up the 
$24 million plane. 
Clearly, the big airlines 
haven’t 
taken 
proper 
precautions to protect their 
passengers from air piracy. 
Until the recent skyjack drama, 
the airlines simply didn’t con­ 
sider the risk worth all the 
trouble and expense. Experts 
have told this column that the 
airlines, if they had wished, 
could 
have 
stopped 
the 
skyjackings. 
Footnote: P erhaps George 
Habbash, 
him self, 
unin­ 
tentionally has offered the 
solution to air piracy. Talking 
about Israel, he once said: “We 
have to stand against whoever 
supports Israel economically, 
m ilita r ily , 
p o litic a lly , 
ideologically.” 
Maybe the time has come for 
airline passengers and workers 
to stand against nations which 
support skyjackers. Passengers 
can refuse to fly on planes that 
go to these countries; airline 
employes can refuse to fly or 
service the planes. 
Cuba is the worst offender. 


Only three airlires — Russia’s 
Aeroflot, Spain’s Iberia and 
Cuba’s own Cubana — fly into 
Havana. North Korea, which 
has also refused to deal with 
skyjackers, is served only by 
Aeroflot. 
In the Middle East, three 
countries have harbored air 
pirates — Egypt, Syria and 
Jordan — but Jordan probably is 
powerless. Egypt and Syria are 
served by Air France, Air India, 
Alitalia, BOAC, Czechoslovak 
Airlines, Ethiopian Airlines, 
Iraqui Airways, Japan Air 
Lines, Kuwait Airlines, Middle 
E ast Airlines, P akistan In­ 
ternational, Pan American, 
Qantas, SAS, Swissair, Syrian- 
Arab Airlines and TWA.

LOS ANGELES — At the 
annual meeting here of the 
Am erican P olitical Science 
Association the gentlemen- 
scholars divided instantly into 
two principal groups, the ones 
backing the left-oriented Caucus 
for a New Political Science, the 
others — the sane people — 
backing the Conference for 
D em ocratic Politics. 
The 
principal plank of the latter 
organization is that scholars 
should be given a hearing 
whatever their position. 
The 
Caucus, by contrast, seemed to 
be saying that nothing counts 
any more except the preaching 
of the right position, and that 
inasmuch as the New Left has 
clear title to that position, what 
is to be served by fooling around 
with positiorfe which are — 
irrelevant? 
To liven things up, all the 
black professors walked out, 
sine die, listing many com­ 
plaints against the Association, 
among them that only three 
articles published by the learned 
journals sponsored by the APSA 
were written by blacks, which in 
the absence of any evidence that 
there is an anti-black bias in the 
editorial board, is like High 
School A boycotting High School 
B because although it has only 
twice as many students, High 
School B scored four times as 
many touchdowns. 
And so it 
goes. To think, these are people 
who teach the science of 
government to our children! 
Quis custodiet ipsos custodes? 
There is gloom among the 
better-minded professors, i.e. 
those who deeply wish that the 
universities might be diverted 
from their course. 
Professor 
Robert Nisbet of the University 
of California at Riverside wrote 
gently a few weeks ago an essay 
in which he rem inded his 
colleagues 
th at 
the 
great 
liberties they enjoy flow out of 
an unexamined assumption of 
American life. It is that we need 
to 
have 
g reat, 
luxurious, 
cholesterol-choked universities 
in order to sustain the necessary 
level of our technology. 
In fact, the famous sociologist 
notes, we don’t need to at all: 
extra-academic institutes could 
very easily, without any of the 
fuss and bother, train all the 
atom-smashers we need, and 
without a day’s sweat over 
parietals, student power, black 
studies, or the horrors of the 
Vietnam War. 
What’s more, 
said P rofessor Nisbet, the 
tenure contract, wherein a 
professor is guaranteed a job for 
the rest of his active life by a 
particular university, is bound 
to be a casualty of the present 
chaos because no society is 
going to desire to protect a class 
of people who are increasingly 
identified as bent upon the 
destruction of the institutions 
they are supposed to serve. The 
question arises, what can be 
done about professors who

abuse their contracts? 
It is 
perhaps not as well known as it 
should be, that — as Professor 
Irving 
K ristol 
rem arked 
recently in the New York Times 
— the zeal for reform by the 
nation’s faculty has never yet 
satisfied itself by coming up 
with any single reform which 
could be interpreted as at the 
expense of faculty privilege. 
I asked a gentleman of world 
renown who has been 25 years 
with 
the 
University 
of 
Wisconsin, whether during that 
period, he knew of a single 
professor who had a tenure 
contract, who had nevertheless 
been dismissed? I meant to say 
that I excluded from con­ 
sideration any professor who 
had raped 
the Governor’s 
daughter, but it turned out that I 
did not need to cover myself, 
because the answer was: No. 
To be sure, some professors 
have been persecuted, in those 
refined ways that the gentlemen 
of the academy have perfected, 
into quitting: they don’t get the 
raises, 
they get the lousy 
academ ic assignm ents, that 
kind of thing. 
But no faculty 
member has been hauled up 
before a faculty committee and 
told: your encouragement of the 
student disrupters is, in our 
judgment, moral turpitude. You 
are dismissed. 
To begin with, it wouldn’t 
happen, because the faculties 
don’t go after each other, even 
as lawyers don’t disbar each 
other. And second, the ousted 
professor 
would 
get 
the 
Am erican 
Association 
of 
U niversity 
Professors 
to 
descend like Pharoah’s army 
upon the offending department. 
And then the professors would 
go to the courts and sue, 
pleading the denial of his rights. 
And then the local Kingman 
Brewster would profess himself 
skeptical of the department’s 
ability to give the professor a 
fair hearing. 
And then the 
professor would write a best­ 
seller called Son of The Groves 
of Academe. In other words, the 
faculty are not about to look 
after their own shop. 
Which 
means, as Professor Nisbet 
suggests, that others will have to 
do. 


POLITICS OF PROBLEM 
“Much of what government 
consumer protectors do is the 
result of the politics of the 
problem, not the problem it­ 
self,” com m ented President 
Woodrow Wirsig of the New

We 
live in a dust storm area and 
whenever one approaches, both 
m y daughter and my wife 
really b e c o m e emotionally 
upset and de- 
v e 1o p severe 
migraine head­ 
aches.

V.: It is gen­ 
erally 
adm it­ 
ted th at in the 
modem prac­ 
tice of medi­ 
cine, the mind 
and the body 
are considered as one, in the 
formation of disease and in 
its control. In health, too, this 
unity is undeniable. 
There may be variations in 
the degree to which the mind 
affects health and illness but 
some such factor always ex­ 
ists. The fact th a t your wife 
and daughter both react to a 
dust .storm m ay be coinci­ 
dental or m ay actually be a 
similar emotional response to 
a change in weather. 
Americans are loathe to ac­ 
cept an idea th a t foreigners 
respect. They have observed 
that during storm s like the 
m istral or the sirocco, m any 
people tend to become se­ 
verely depressed and despon­ 
dent. Many countries of the 
world have their own storm s 
and their own reactions to 
them. 
It is well k n o w n th a t 
changes in climate, tem pera­ 
ture, altitude and humidity 
can and do a f f e c t bodily 
changes. W ith this in mind, 
m ay I suggest th a t the mi­ 
graine headaches be studied 
from the point of view of the 
sinuses and rule out a pos­ 
sible allergic reaction before 
your wife and daughter are 


accused of having a purely 
psychological condition. 
Too often, people are “ac­ 
cused" of having a psycho­ 
lo g i c a 1 disturbance without 
first ruling out all physical 
reasons for a complaint.

In another letter from a 
reader in Illinois, the ques­ 
tion is asked why a co-worker 
constantly has accidents while 
working on a drill press while 
none of the others, who are 
less experienced, has a similar 
problem. 
It has been observed by 
physicians a n d psychiatrists 
that there are accident prone 
people who go through their 
lives with a greater number 
of injuries. 
A well known female psy­ 
choanalyst recently said th at 
she had observed th a t when­ 
ever she becomes angry, she 
burns herself while perform ­ 
ing simple household chores. 
Anxious, tense, and emotion­ 
ally friable people have been 
studied for years in relation­ 
ship to injuries in industry. So 
i m p o r t a n t is the present 
knowledge of industrial ac­ 
cidents th at people chosen to 
operate dangerous machines 
are carefully scrutinized and 
psychologically tested to be 
sure they have sufficient sta­ 
bility for these jobs.

Letters From POW’s 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Of­ 
ficials say the flow of letters 
from U.S. war prisoners in 
North Vietnam has climbed 
substantially in recent months 
but still remains far below the 
Geneva Convention minimum. 
They said 330 of the U.S. 
captives have been heard from 
by mail, more than three times 
the number whose families in 


the United States had received 
letters a year ago. 
The United States lists 375 
POWs in North Vietnam, mostly 
downed fliers, plus 77 held in 
South Vietnam and three in 
Laos. More than 1,000 GIs are 
listed as missing. 
The latest batch of letters 
apparently arrived in New York 
Wednesday night. 


NEW YORK (AP) — Stock 
prices settled back slightly, but 
continued to hold onto the 
respectable gains they posted in 
earlier transactions. Trading 
was active. 
By 2 p.m. the Dow Jones 
average of 30 industrials stood 
at 759.79, up 5.48 points.
